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WATER PICTURE LOOKS BETTER 


A ray of hope appears to be breaking through the haze of the 
California water situation, but there are many questions that must be 
answered before a constitutional amendment can be written to set up 
the California Water plan, or before an area of agreement can be 
reached between the north, the south, and the central sections of the 
state. 

This summarizes to some extent the statements made by three 
state legislators, Senator J. Howard Williams, Assembly Pat Kelly and 
Assemblyman Bill Hansen, who spent Tuesday in Tulare county speak- 
ing before several groups. 

They outlined the jobs that their respective legislative commit- 
tees are doing in relation to California water, and certainly the list of 
problems that. they face is impressive The formerly uncompromising 


attitude of people in northern California who have the water and. 


people in southern California who need the water; the virtual reestab- 
lishing of existing water rights in connection with the transportation 
of water from one watershed of the state to another; the tremendous 
engineering aspects of the state water plan that includes some 265 
specific units; the enormous eventual cost of the project, with the re- 
lated problem of how ‘to pay the bill and which projects to construct 
fitst; the establishing of reliable facts to assure that construction 
anethods and construction schedule are economically sound; constant 
checking and planning to be sure that when supplemental water is 
brought into agricultural areas, that water can be sold at a figure 
farmers can afford to pay — these are some of the problems faced 
by the people of California, through their legislators and other state 
officials, in connection with the California water plan.

The ray of hope is that in recent weeks there appears to be at 
least the beginning of a change of heart in southern California; there 
are indications that the powers that be may be willing to compro- 
mise a bit. And. in hearings throughout the state relative to water, 
there is the idea expressed that California's entire economic future 
hinges on solution of the state's water problems, that a solution must 


a 


be found, and that this solution must be equitable to all persons and ¢ 


areas concerned. 


California's water problems are not going to be worked out by 
tomorrow morning — there is a long, long way yet to go. But it 
appears that the people of the state are becoming more and»more 
conscious of the fact that water where it is must be taken to where 
it is needed, and as the problem becomes more acute, the possibility 
of necessary compromise becomes more likely. 


Certainly it is encouraging to listen to men like Senator Williams, 
Assemblyman Kelly and Assemblyman Hansen talk about state water; 
their obvious sincerity and ability the breadth of their knowledge, 
and their hard work, along with others in the state of California, 
means that because answers must be found to state water problems 
answers will be found.

evening they appeared at a mem- 
bership meeting of the Lindsay 
Farm Center. 


In summarizing statements made 
in the four meetings, Senator Wil- 
liams, who is chairman of the 
joint legislative committee on wa- 
ter problems, said that the contro- 
versial state water plan, referred 
to also as Bulletin No. 3, includes 
265 specific projects. 


He said the water plan is not 
a guarantee of water, but is a 
guide to development of state wa- 
ter, it is a plan that can be chang- 
ed by the state legislature, and 
under the plan, the state legisla- 
ture holds the purse strings. 

He explained the ‘“‘north-south” 
water fight this way: Southern 
California will pay a large part 
of the cost of the state water. plan, 
so has demanded a guaranteed 
supply of water. Northern Cali- 
fornia says water can be guaran- 
teed to no one when the supply 
provided by nature varies. 


If the south gets a guarantee, 
the north must also get a guaran- 
tee. Solution to this statement 
might be that both the north and 
south agree to take an ‘‘across the 
board’ cut in water when the na- 
tural supply is short. 

Senator Williams said that in a 
San Francisco hearing last week, 
a group of bankers, financiers and 
bond experts. warned that the 
state must be careful not to flood 
the bond market; that if large 
bond issues are pushed too fast, 
interest rate will continue to go 
up. 

The senator pointed out that 
the economic feasibility of all 
phases of the state water plan 
must be watched closely — engin- 
eering planning, financing, legal 
aspects; that it will do no good to 
bring water ‘to agriculture if the 
water is so expensive a farmer 
can’t afford to buy it. 

Senator Williams also said that 
after a visit to the University of 
California campus to view experi- 
ments in conversion of sea water 
to fresh water use, he is convinced 
that this method does not offer 
any immediate solution to the 
state’s water problems. 

Assemblyman Kelly, a member 
of. the’ special 18-man legislative 
committee, nine assemblymen and 
nine senators, that are attempt- 
ing to come up with an acceptable 
state constitutional amendment to 
embrace the state water plan, said 
that when six assemblymen and 
six senators on the committee 
agree on an amendment, it is man- 
datory that Governor Goodwin J. 
Knight call a special session of 
the legislature on water. 

He said the amendment must 
be a “package deal’’, that is it 
must provide for a comprehensive 
plan, not just one project, as has 
been advocated in the south. 

Recent hearings of his commit- 
tee, he said, have emphasized 
three words: Recapture — mean- 
ing provision for the north to get 
back some of the water that it 
sends to other areas if needed in

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the future; replenish — meaning 
to bring in new water, with only 
source of new water being in the 
extreme northern area of, Califor- 
nia; and funding — meaning how 
will the state finance its water 
plan. 

Kelly said the state has some- 
thing over $200 million in its 
“rainy day” fund and in its tide- 
land oil revenue funds that could 
be used in connection with the 
state water plan; this~is only a 
“drop in the bucket’’, however, he 
said. 

He cited. cases to show how the 
rate of interest on bonds has gone 
up in the last few years; he said 
that it appears best route to trans- 
port water from north to south is 
down the west side of the San 
Joaquin valley and across the Te- 
hachapis; Tulare county, and oth- 
er eastside areas, are provided for 
by lateral water lines, it was said. 


Kelly said that some progress is 
being made toward a constitu! 
tional water amendment; that in 
hearings in November in Los An- 
geles he hopes that more of a will- 
ingness will be shown to com- 
prise. 

He said that legally the state 
water plan could be handled by 
Statutes, but that the south has 
said it wants a_ constitutional 
amendment, and since the south 
has the votes to control appropria- 
tions, southern legislators sit in 
the driver’s seat on this point. 

Kelly said there can be no guar- 
antee of water, that various areas 
of the state must “share and share 
alike.”’ 

Assemblyman /Hansen, chairman 
of the Assembly interim and 
standing committee on agriculture 
and a member of the joint com- 
mittee on water problems, pointed 
out that agriculture is one of the 
biggest businesses in California, 
that each year agriculture pours 
new strength into the state’s econ- 


out. 

He; said that on his 17-man as- 
sembly agiriculture committee, 
only three members are farmers. 
He urged farmers to pick good 
men, who understand agriculture, 
send them to the state legislature, 
and keep them there. 

Hansen pointed out that farm- 
ers will use perhaps 90 per cent of 
the state’s water, so it is essential 
that cost of water be held to a

omy from sources that do not wear 
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fevel that farmers can afford; he 

said that a constitutional amend- 

ment will throw another concept. if 
into state water law and that ag- 
riculture is uneasy about its water 

rights under ‘the amendment; he 

said that his committee is con- 

stantly trying to determine whe- 

ther all aspects of the state water 

plan are economically sound. 

All of the legislatars comment- 
ed'on thé fact that 70 per cent of 
the state’s water is north of Sac- 
ramento, yet 77 per cent of the 
deficiency, areas are south of Sac- 
ramento. 


They said that thé state has 71 | 
million acre feet of water as an 
annual average — sufficient to 
take care of present and foresee- 
able state needs. 

But only one third of this wa- 
ter is being used — the rest is 
lost by running into the sea, by 
evaporation, or by other means. 

Basic problem is to utilize the 
total water of the state, taking it 
from surplus areas into deficiency 


areas. 
However, it was emphasized | 

that there is no surplus water ’ 

actually, if that water becomes 


too expensive to use. 

The legislators said that al-* ‘ 
though there are many commit- 
tees working on state water prob- 
lems, all are working on different 
aspects of the problem. 

Senator Williams said that con- 
sidering the urgency’ of the water 
Problem; the tremendous eventual 
cost of the state water plan; the 
necessity to keep the plan econ- 
omically feasible, and the magni- 
tude of the project, planning 
money must be spent, and com- 
mittees must work. 

“We just can’t afford to be 
wrong on this one’, Williams said. 
“We must know that we have the 


right answers before we go
